In the frst place, it is pointed out that the 
statements made dy Senator Gorman and 
his colleagues were eatirely ex parte, colored 
from a single point of view, and without the 
modification which important side lights 
would shed upon them. 

In the second place, the imputation 
that the President has injected himself into 
the controversy between the House and 
Senate, in defiance ot all precedent, is met 
by the statement that all the Senators who 
now complain of the President’s interfer- 
ence wenttothe White House forthe ex- 
press purpose of soliciting his ald in se- 
curing the passage of the amended tariff 
bill. 

According to Senator Jones’ own statement 
he desired to be sure thatthe Senate had the 
President's support before going into the 
fight with the House, and Senator Vest testi- 
fied further that he would not take any hand 
in urging the amended Dill until assured that 
„the President is bebind us. 

As to the Girect testimony of the four Sen- 
ators thatthe President approved the pro- 
posed Senate amendment, the statement is 
made that at no time did he intimate that he 
would Be satisfied with a bill which, as 
finally passed, should containthe modifica- 
tions embraced in the Senate amendments. 

What he did say was that there wes no 
objection to the Incorporation of the amend- 
ments, with the distinct understanding that 
they should be subject to readjustment in 
conference. Asis well known, that numer- 
ous amendments were put in the billin the 
Senate which it was not expected would pass 
the test ofthe Conference Committee, and 
the statement is positively made that 
Senator Gorman, Senator Jones, Senator 
Vest and Senator Harris understood clearly 
that the President’s acquiescence in the 
drafting of the Senate amendments would 
not extend to their final incorporation in the 
bill, All parties understood that after the 
bill reached the Conference Committee it 
would be opento such remodeling as might 
then be effected. 

President Cleveland in carrying out his 
understanding withthe Senators referred 
to, took no further action until the bill had 
passedthe Senate and was in possession of 
the eonferees. It was not until the Con- 
ference Committee had been in session fora 
week that he gave Mr. Wilson permission to 
make public the private letter which he had 
sent to him on July 2. The President was at 
ao time bound to refrain from attempting to 
influence the conferees in the interest of tariff 
reform, and the course of the Senators 
themselves in endeavoring to secure his aid 
in passing the Senate bill is pointed out as 
proving that they were not disposed to criti- 
cise such action as long as it might be ex- 
ercised in their behalf. 

The language ofthe President's letter, to 
which exception has been taken, was not in- 
tended to be personally applied to 
Senators. It was a characterization of 
principle rather than of persons, and 
as such was not only permissible but

The quartette drove around 
to the Arabian Nights and the worgan Club, 
imbibing champagne and other refresh 
ments, and then visited a couple of Chestnut 
street houses of ill-fame, after which along 
toward Sunday morning they started for 
Forest Park.

CatcaGco, July 24.—A new labor union has 
been launched forth on the troubled seas of 
the labor world, which, its leaders say, will 
gather under one banner the whole army of 
tolling masses. At the meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the new American Labor 
Union yesterday, it was decided to admit 
militiamen as members of the new organiza- 
tion, whichthe directors claim will take the 
place of the Knights of Labor. The deciara- 
tion of principles says the directors have 
taken into consideration many obstacies 
that will be encountered. 

OBSTACLES TO ENCOUNTER. 

„„First will bethe assalllng of the charac- 
ters of the prime movers by the so-called 
labor leaders, caused by the fear of our dis- 
rupting older organizations and their lead 
ers’ pull with politicians, corporations and 
shysters ofevery description. 

„Second will be the arduous task of con- 
vincing the masses that it is necessary to 
their welfare,that the so-called labor leaders 
are too numerous and are thriving onthe 
hard earned wages of the toiling masses, 
and that the time has arrived when only one 
organization of labor is sufficient. 

„One general head must be shorn of all 
power to precipitate the order intoany con- 
filct or strike. The grievance of any one 
member will be the concern ot the whole 
organization. 

‘*Trades and classes have frequently been 
fighting corporations single-handed, to be 
overwhelmingly defeated in nearly every in- 
stance. The A. L. U. protects its members 
to its full strength, sacrificing every member 
to meet combined capital with combined 
labor under one grand brotherhood of man. 
a motto is: ‘The cause of one is the cause of 
or UNITED ACTION. 

The late struggle of labor has clearly con- 
vinced the most skeptical that united action 
must be used, and this action shall be left to 
the power of the rank and file. We have 


been for years liberally contributing a share 
of our hard-earned wages in support of so- 
ealled labor leaders, whose aspirations have 
been in many cases to become politicians.

DEATHS OF MORE THAN 1,00 NATIVES 
AND SEVERAL EUROPBANS. 


Only a Small Percentage cf Those At- 
tacked Recover—Japanese Inspection 
of United States Vessels—Jneasiness 
and Preeauticn at Peking—Sanitary 
Inability the Main Cause. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 24. Additional 
information regarding the blatk plaaue in 
China have been received at the Marine 
Hospital Service through the Department of 
State. 

Minister Dunn, writing from 
date of June 16, reports the pes/to be on the 
Mmcrease in Hong Kong. Lated advices, he 
says, are that up to June 7 ove 1,300 deaths 
had occurred in Hong Kong and several 
Europeans had died of the piigue. A very 
small percentage only of those who are at- 
tacked recover. 

INSPECTION VESSETS.

They Cause Fr. Ziegler of St. Malachy’s 
to Make an Announcement. 


PARISHIONERS SAID TO HAVE MADEA 
PROTEST TO ARCHBISHOP KAIN. 


Fr. Ziegler’s Etory of the Perfumed but 
Empty Envelope Given Him by a 
Bridegroom—Parishioners Deny That 
Fr. Z:egler Has Made Any Retraction. 


Worshippers in st. Malachy’s Parish have 
been discussing with a good deal of anima- 
tion, and to different conclusions, certain 
remarks uttered from the altar about a 
month ago by Rev. Fr. Ziegler, rector of the 
parish. The utterances were upon the sub- 
ject of finance, and while they were merely 
advisory, they seem to have sank deeply 
into the minds, not to say consciences, of 
the persons about whom they were made. 
Fr. Ziegler chose the second mass which he 
celebrated forthis delivery. He informed 
the congregation that for some time past the 
collections of the parish had been falling off, 
and that now they had reached such a 
low ebb that the parish receipts 
did not equal its expenditures. He 
said that the congregation might, perhaps, 
think that the fees paid for clerical attend- 
ance and offices at weddings and funerals 
would make quiteasum in the aggregate, 
but the fact was these fees were in Many 
cases much smailer than the circumstances 
of the persons requiring the ministrations of 
a priest would seem to justify. Moreover, 
the reverend father said he nad recently 
married a couple in better than ordi- 
nary circumstances without receiving any 
fee at all. True, he had received 
from the hand of the groom a heavy, highliy- 
perfumed envelope, but there was nothing at 
all in it, and while he presumed that this 
was @ mere inadvertence upon the part ofthe 
gentleman in question, he mentioned it as 
showing that persons in such circumstances 
were not always as careful as they should be 
to give the church her dues. Fr. Ziegler also 
said thatthe basket collections were very 
small, considering the numberof persons 
present at each mass, and he gently admon- 
ished ali good Catholics present that it was 
their duty to support the church as well as 
their means would admit. 

PROTEST TO ARCHBISHOP KAIN. 

Most of those who heard the brief address 
were satisfied that Fr. Ziegler was quite jus- 
tified in making it, but there were a few 
who guessed, or tancied they guessed, the 
identity of the persons referred to by Fr. 
Ziegler in that part of hig remarks referring 
to feeless weddings. These persons at once 
setabout finding partisans oftheir way of 
thinking, and before longthey had drummed 
up quite a following of persons who 
professed to Delleve that Fr. Zieg- 
ler had been unclerically per- 
sonal. The agitation is said to 
have taken the form of a protest to the Arch 
bishop, Most, Rev. John J. Kain, and there 
is a report current to the effect that the 
Archbishop has admonished Fr. Ziegler that 
his remarks may have been under the cir- 
cumstance, @ littie too plaim as respects the 
couple he had recently married. As to this, 
however, there is no official information, the 
Archbishop Deing at present out of the city, 
and Rev. Fr. Ziegler declining to discuss the 
case in any of its bearings. 

Mr. Ed Devoy, who heard the remarks in 
question, sald, yesterday, concerning them: 
Fr. Ziegler was very mild throughout his 
remarks, and the part referring to the wed- 


ding for celebrating which he had rece tved 
only an empty enve oy was uttered in hu- 
morous vein, and with nota particle of re- 
proach in his tone. Fr. Ziegler has 
not, as far as I learned, retracted an 
portion of that address, ana if he ha 
Gone so I would have it known it, [think, as 
I have attended church every Sunday since, 
at that same hour. There was neither anger 
nor ridicule in Fr. Ziegler’s maaner or 
words, and I do not see how any could have 
taken offense at either. 


NOT AVARICIOUS. 
Dr. Dan Hatton, alsoa communicant in 
this parish, said that he had not heard the 
address, but he thought that the man who 
had given the priest who married him an 
empty envelope ought to be rebuked for it.

examined, and, though the verdict has not 
been officially rendered, Deputy Coroner Al- 
bers Is of the opinion that the case is one of 
suicide. 

From the evidence of the daughter there is 
scarcely any doubt but that urs. Cooper was 
inasuicidal frame of mind. According to 
the witness her mother was driven \o suicide 
by the stories of a neighbor named Nrs. Ken- 
nedy, whose residence adjoins thatof urs.

CORN ADVANCES SHARPLY AND SHOWS 
; @REAT STRENGTH. 


‘The Markets Here and Elsewhere—in- 


fluences That Affected — 


of Interest. 

To-day was apparentiy trying to make up 
tor yesterday's disappointing wheat re- 
ceipts, the postings showing nearly 800,000 
du in, or over four times those for the same 
Gay last year. Included were the receipts of 


the Friseo road, which should have been in 
yesterday's postings, but not then reported. | 


This road, strange to say, only reported 
sixty-eight cars, which seems very small, 
considering they are supposed to repre- 
sent three days’ arrivals, There is 
apparently a mistake somewhere. Of to- 
day’s receipts there were 56,239 sks, of which 
88,828 ske in dy river, and 266 cars, where for 
same day last year there were 11,622 sks and 
68 cars. The wheat now arriving by rail is 
that sold when the price was much higher 
than it is now. After this wheat now in 
transit gets through it is expected receipts 
will drop off emartiy, as country advices 
are that farmers are refusing to sell at pres- 
ent prices. Out in Kansas, where the rate 
is lde to St. Louts, wheat has sold as low as 
68c, and in Southwestern Kansas farmers are 
said to be feeding wheat to hogs, it is so much 
cheaper than corn, 

D. Butters of F. d. Logan & Co. sends the 
Post-DisPaTCH an item on low prices for 
wheat, which will be read with interest in 
the light of present low figures. The follow- 
ing ie from C. A. King &Co."s (of Florida) 
circular of May 2%: ‘‘Prices in ancient times 
were somewhat lower than now. One of our 
friends writes us he has an old book picted 
ap in Faris a few years ago which gives the 
varying prices of wheat in England for 600 
years up to 1766. The price varied in that 
time from one shilling in London to sixpence 
in the Provinces, per quarter of eight bu 
each. One year prices were down somewhere 
about 166 per quarter, when a furious storm 
of ‘Rain, Thunder and Lightning on St. Mar- 
garet’s Night’ occurred, plainly destroying 
the crops, and prices advanced fourfold that 
season. 16s per quarter is equal to 25c per 
du. 

John Schulte of Schultz, 
millers of Beardstown, III..

A Kansas City telegram states that the corn 
crop west of Abilene, Kan.,is already cut 
short about half. — 

Col. T7. N. Pace of Shenandoah, Io., who 
was on Change, says yesterday was the 
worst day on corn in his section this season. 
Farmers told him thateven with rains they 

could not raise over nalf a crop. 

Last week theexports of wheat from all 
countries to Europe were 6,841,000 bu, exceed- 
ing the week before by 1, 264, 000 ba, but 1,156-, 
000 Du less than the corresponding week last 
year. Forfifty-one weeks this season these 
shipments have amounted to 825,752,000 bu, 
where they were 618,832,000 du for the cor- 
responding period last season. 

India has increased her exports of wheat 

and so has Russia, the extreme low prices 
falling to deter these countries from sending 
their wheat to Europe. Last week s ship- 
ments were 968,000 bu from Indla and 400,000 
bu from Baltic ports, both exceeding the pre- 
ceding week and corresponding week last 
year largely. 

A mistake was made yesterday in this 
column in stating that the visible supply of 
wheat decreased. It should have read in- 
creased, which was the surprising fact. 
considering the season of the year. How 
generaliy and fully the Post-Dispatca is 
read, especially by Exchange members, is 
shown by the number who called the writer's 
attention to the mistake. 

Rainy weather, which had Prevatled for 
several weeks, still hung on at date of last 
mail reports from Odessa; complaints were 
becoming more numerous, and the opinion 
was expressed that wheat wovld be only a 
fair average crop, whereas a few weeks ago 
it promised to be as large as last year. 

rnobusch said the offerings of Australian 
wheat in the home markets have u io ex- 
cess of requirements and prices have de- 
clined. The weather has recently improved, 
the rains giving the new crop a new start. 

This morning's Beerbohm cable reports 
exceedingly wet weather in Enstand. If it 
erosses the channel, a report of ‘‘ansettied 
and unfavorabie weather on the contiaent’’ 
may be expected. 

Roumanaian reports are very unfavorable; 
wheat is badly affected by smat, and will be 
a short crop, while maize and oats promise 
poor results. 

Liverpool reeeipts of wheat were 210,000 bu 
for past three days and no cora arrived. 
Only # per cent of the wheat came from this 
country. 

New Orleans cleared for Liverpool yester- 
Gay 42,700 du wheat. 

Carrington of Toledo reports a steamer 
shipment of $0,000 bu wheat from Toledo to 
Ohicago, leaving to-day. 

New York wired that late cables closing 
with wheat very weak and cancelling all 
buying orders and also ordering this morn. 
ing’s purchases sold out. Baltimore report 
ed panicky cables from Paris and Havre. 

Bradstreet’s avaltable supply of wheat in 
this country and Oanada increased 66,000 bu 
last week, making the amount 71,749,000 bu, 
against 71 „886, 000 one year aco. Australia’ „ 
stock Increased 800,000 bu and afloat on ocean 
forandin European stock decreased 760,000 
bu, making a total decrease in the world’s 
stock of 404,000 bu, bringing it gto 147,825,000 
bu when it was 155,048,000 du one year ago, an 
increase then of 892, 000 du.

BANDED OPPOSITION. 

They will stand on common ground in their 
opposition co the bill reported holding that 
it is inadvisable for the Government to grant 
any extension of time for the railroads to 
settle their debts, will contend that the plan. 
if it becomes enacted into law, will have the 
legal effect of quashing the suit brought by 
Atty.-Gen. Olney against the Stanford estate, 
and make an indictment against the project- 
ors and directors of the road for what 
they will call irregularities in the manage- 
ment of the funds.
